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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 1 12 1st and 2nd paragraph rejections (paragraphs 1 and 2 
in the Final office action) concerning the new matter and indefinite language rejections. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While the 112 rejections have been dropped, the 
art rejection has been maintained. As noted in the rejection, the lower portion of the device of Harper teaches a support portion 410 
(equivalent to the instant mounting plate), a bottom die 435 (ie, instant holding plate) and a second stamper 460 (ie, instant 
stamper/imprinter). Since the stamper is in fact on the instant surface of the structure equivalent to the instant holding plate, there must 
inherently be "means for positioning and fixedly mounting" the stamper. Also, since the holding plate is on the mounting plate (or the 
equivalent structures in Harper are so constructed), there must also be inherently the instant "mounting means". This was noted in the 
action before the final, and hence the language of the claim has not been ignored when making the rejection. Applicant is referred to the 
non-final rejection of July 13, 2007, paragraph 3. Structures that are inherent would be identified by looking at the figure-see Figure 4 of 
Harper and the structures identified therein. The combination with the secondary reference does not rely on inherency, but rather 
obviousness. Ie, if the claimed mounting structures are not inherent in Harper, then they are obvious over Harper taken in combination with 
the secondary reference. 
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
